Officer GoXj T-aoogniaed this sabjsct as being inyolvsd in a situation of 
this nature, 2 or 3 years back. During this situation, this Karen Benrett was supposed 
to furnish information for Norcotic Officers, bat information furnishad by her was common 
krjovjledge to investigating officers. Officer Zox describes this girl as being a prostute, 
which he knows went on the Circuit, which is a group of Prostitutes who travel from place 
to place over the Cnited States, When Officers first brought this subject to City Hall 
she would not co-operate with any infoiTnatioii concerning ti^m CbU.m-, The next day, this 
subject contacted Officer Burkhart stating she was ready to talk. This conversation was 
tajied at City Hall, and ooncarnsd oommon knowledge which officers already and allegations 
ooncgming several Officers of the Police Department, Parts of this conversation are 
believed to be good information, oon»erning the Cellar, First doubts of the subject first 
started when this girl described an Officer, than quickly picked out hi* picture from 
the files furnished to her by Officer V, T, Sommers, as being ?ery Good Mends with 
Pat Kirkwood. and had been present at Kirkwoods Residence durin" Ses Parties, Officer 
Burkhart, in the presence of 3gt, Hogue last night, SAV/fiS, again asked this Karen 
lennett who this Officer was that attended the parties at KirkBoods residence. She 
again gave this same Officers name. Burkhart then asked her how many times she had been 
to these parties at Kirkwoods residence, of which she stated once, then just for a few 
minutes, ana when she saw what was going on left with Dick Mackey who also didn't want 
to stay. During the conversatio n that took place which was t^ed, this girl stated 
this Officer had been to several of Kirkwoods pxtrtt parties. This was the second occ- 
asion for Of 'leers to doubt this subjects word. The first time was when she first men- 
tioned the ahovo oocurance with an Officer which Burkhart & Farris firmly bslisve to be 
an upstanding Police Officer. Third: During the taped conversation, and the other con- 
versatlors with this girl, she has denied being a prostitute, but admits attending these 
sex parties, and leaving when the time comes to go to bod with the customers. Fourth: 
Kirki-rood was suafisious of her ^r..,t, IcLtL the Police enough that hedsupposedly struck 

uer, but left no identifjrin; marks on her. Fifth: She stated Kirkwood was dangerous 
but she vras not afraid to re turn hoiae and to the Cellar,, after the Officers had warned 
aer they would not .^ive their permission, if everything she had said was the truth, lubj,
